Arctic in 1909, when he discovered the 
North Pole, deserve greater recogni­ 
tion than they ever have received for 
their part in the expedition 
in 
the 
opinion of Dr. John W alter Goodsell 
of Sandy Lake, who was one of the 
party. 
Dr. Goodsell, who was 
physician 
and surgeon to Commander Peary and 
his crew, believes that in the light of 
the honors 
accorded 
to 
other 
ex­ 
plorers in the Arctic and Antactic re­ 
gions the men who went with Peary 
and w h ) aided 
him 
should 
receive 
more substantial evidence of the coun­ 
try ’s appreciation of what they did. 
“In considering the recognition ac­ 
corded the Scott Antarctic Expedition 
by the British government and similar 
recognition by other governments for 
men who may have assisted in notable 
achievements,” Dr. Goodsell said, ‘‘it 
is certainly a travesty on justice that 
history after seventeen years can not 
record that congress has accorded any 
recognition to Ross Marvin, who died, 
and his comrades who equally dared 
that Commander Peary might float 
‘Old 
Glory’ 
at the pole, which he 
claimed with the adjacent region for 
the United States. 
"President T aft in his message to 
Congress 
recommending recognition 
for Commander Peary doubtless in­ 
tended to include his comrades. How­ 
ever he unintentionally omitted the 
words ‘and comrades’ after Peary’s 
name and they were forg >tten by Con­ 
gress, by the press and the public.

In the vicinity of Ottawa, 
the amount of such fertilizer addtKl 
free of charge to the soil each year 
has been measured and found to be 
equivalent to 44 pounds of expensive 
imported 
Chile 
saltpeter 
per acre. 
There is then after all a pot of gold 
at the rainbow ’s end, a t least for the 
farm er. 
“The 
Canadian 
experim ent,” 
Dr. 
Shutt said, “covered a period of sev­ 
enteen years and has given valuable 
inform ation on the p art played by 
rain and snow in 
m aintaining 
soil 
fertility. 
Precipitation also plays an 
im portant role in 
purifying the a t­ 
mosphere, and the Ottaw a experim ent 
has approxim ately measured the ex­ 
tent of this useful work.” 
Every rain and snow fall for sev­ 
enteen years th at yielded enough for 
experim entation 
was 
analyzed, Dr. 
Shutt explained, and the am ounts of 
free1 ammonia, nitrates, nitrites, and 
albuminoid ammonia were measured.
